COMMISSION MET IN GETTYS- 


BURG ON LAST FRIDAY. 


A Nnmber of Important Points 


About the Preparation Plans 


Considered by Commission. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the Bat- 


tle of Gettysburg Commission met in 
Gettysburg last week and it was one 
of the very few meetings -at which 
every member was present, as follows: 
General Louis Wagner, chairman, of 
Philadelphia; General Wni. D. Dixon, 
of Lehmasters. Franklin county; Ma- 
jor R. Dale Benson, of Philadelphia; 
Colonel E. Bruce Ricketts. of Wilkes- 
Barre; Major Alexander McDowell, of 
Sharon; Corporal Irwin K. Campbell, 
and Capt Win. J. Patterson, of Pitts- 
burgh: Capt. Win. B. Miller of Car- 
lisle: and General J. M. Schoonmaker 
of Pittsburg. 


All the commissioners arrived on 


Thursday afternoon and evening, ex- 
cept General Schoonmaker who came 
in his private car by first train on Fri- 
day morning on W. M. R. R. 
The 


headquarters of the commission were 
at tne Hotel Gettysburg, where all the 
meetings were held. 
Governor John 


K. Tener arrived Friday noon in his 
limousine and was present with the 
commission at a most important ses 
sion in the afternoon. 


The sessions of the commission were 


private, no one present outside the 
commission but Captains Dalton and 
Humphries, representing the War De- 
partment, and such news as the com- 
mission desired to make public being 
handed out. 


The commission came to Gettysburg 


fresh with the discovery that Adjutant 
General Thomas J. Stewart had rent- 
ed the ground in .the south-western 
part of the town upon which Captains 
Hart man. and .Humphries had plotted 
one of the camps to contain the 40.000 
veterans. Last winter through 
the 


Secretary ot War these lands had been 
plotted but were not leased because 
the War Department had no money 


tal service for the veterans alone in 
the camp cities. Dr. Singmaster call- 
ed attention to the need in town of 
comfoit stations, sanitation, hospital 
service, and the absolute need oi help 
to care for the general public. While 
questions were asked as to the part the 
town was to take in such preparations. 
at the conclusion Dr. Singmaster was 
asked to put in writing the needs ol 
Gettysburg, with estimated cost there- 
of, to be presented to the commission 
by Jan. 1-5, to be considered at their 
next meeting in Philadelphia on Jan. 
23, when it was expected to have pres- 
ent representatives from all the States. 
it is probable at this January meeting 
some tentative program will be consid- 
ered, nothing having been done along 
that line at the meeting last week.
